CURTISS WINS THE 
$10,000 PRIZE 

Flies from Albany to New York 
City Without Accident 


Glenn H. Curtiss flew from Albany 
to New York city in an aeroplane on 
May 29t.h, winning the $10,000 prize 
offered by the New York World. He 
covered the distance of 137 miles in 
two hours and thirty-two minutes, and 
came to earth as calmly and lightly as 
a pigeon. His average speed for the 
distance—54.06 miles an hour sur¬ 
passes any other record made by aero¬ 
plane in a long distance flight, and, in 
its entirety, his feat perhaps eclipses 
anything man has attempted in a 
heavier-than-air machine.

ROOSEVELT ON WAY TO HAGUE 


Grosses Channel to France and 
Returns Without Stopping 

Charles Stewart Rolls, Captain in 
the London section of the army motor 
reserve, driving a Wright biplane, vin¬ 
dicated the Anglo-Saxon aeronautics 
by crossing the English channel twice 
on June 2d without alighting. He 
made the round trip between Dover 
and Calais in ninety minutes. 

While two Frenchmen, Louis Bleriot 
and Count de Lesseps, have crossed 
the channel in an aeroplane, it re¬ 
mained for an Englishman in an Amer¬ 
ican machine to perform the double 
feat. The distance across the two 
points is twenty-one miles, so that his 
over-water flight of forty-two miles 
without a stop establishes a new 
record. 

Captain Rolls left Dover at 6:30 
o’clock. Atmospheric conditions were 
excellent. He lost no time in maneu¬ 
vers, but, after describing a circle, 
headed toward the coast of France. 
In anticipation of the flight, torpedo 
boats steamed at full speed across the 
straits, but the pace of the aeroplane 
was swifter. 

Captain Rolls sent his machine to 
a height of 800 feet, and at that alti¬ 
tude he skimmed through the air like 
a great bird. The motor worked per¬ 
fectly. The crowd that watched the 
start confidently awaited the return, 
and it was not long before the speck, 
which those who had telescopes saw 
disappear on the French coast, re¬ 
appeared, growing larger with every 
minute. 

When finally the aviator became vis¬ 
ible to the naked eye, cheers arose
